Survey Shows Big Food Spoilage 


Losses as Refrigeration Service 


Feels Shortage of Men, Parts 


Cylinder Shortage 
To Become Critical 
If Returns Fail 


DETROIT.—A shortage of cyl- 
inders for supplying civilian needs 
for refrigerant more serious than any 
faced since the war started looms up 
before the refrigeration industry un- 
less a 100% effort is made to return 
all empty cylinders promptly, it was 
declared last week by some producers 
of refrigerant. 

There are two principal reasons 
why the cylinder shortage is appar- 
ently again becoming acute: 

1. Because of the steel shortage, 
manufacturers of refrigerant cyl- 
inders are only able to make de- 
liveries on orders rated AA-1 and 
AA-2, and it is virtually impossible 
to obtain ratings as high as these 
for any materials for civilian needs. 
Thus, no more new cylinders. 

2. An increasing number of cyl- 
inders are being taken by the Army, 
and the direct War Effort, and these 
subtract from the number available 
for civilian use. 


“There are enough ‘Freon-12’ cyl- : 


inders in existence to meet civilian 
needs if resellers and users of the 
refrigerant return empties promptly,” 
declared W. W. Rhodes, sales di- 
rector, Kinetic Chemicals, Inc. “That 
is, the shortage need not occur if 
everyone really gets behind the cam- 
paign and ships empties back to 
those from whom they received them 
or, if purchased direct, back to our 
plant at Carneys Point, N. J.”

Detroit Newspapers Give 
Story of Report Submitted

DETROIT.—In a smashingly con- 
vincing survey that has bared the 
facts as they stand today, the Re- 
frigeration and Air Conditioning Con- 
tractors Association of Detroit has 
shown how thousands of dollars 
worth of foodstuffs is spoiling and 
how essential installations of refrig- 
eration equipment have broken down 
and been forced to become inopera- 
tive because of the draining off of re- 
frigeration servicemen by the draft 
and the difficulty of obtaining parts. 


The survey, compiled by Robert 
Shock, executive secretary of the as- 
sociation, was given prominent play 
and banner headlines in the Sunday, 
Oct. 11 editions of Detroit news- 
papers. The newspaper stories pound- 
ed home the fact that with many of 
the essential installations of com-

Refrigeration service firms in De- 
troit receive on the average between 
300 and 400 calls per day for which 
they are unable to give service be- 
cause of lack of employes, lack of 
parts held up by priorities, etc. 

The few contractors answering 
who could give actual figures on the 
amount of food spoiled because of 
the fact that refrigeration systems 
were not serviced for the reasons 
outlined in the preceding paragraph 
revealed that the value of such food- 
stuffs was more than $9,000. Others 
set a figure of 700 pounds of food- 
stuffs spoiled, and others answered 
that they had personal knowledge of 
several dollars a day spoilage of 
foodstuffs. 

More than 80% of the contractors 
declared that they were faced by a 
serious shortage of men, and figures 
submitted by 70% of those replying 
revealed that 99 of their men had 
been inducted into military service. 
It was indicated that nearly 200 more 
men would be needed today to 
handle all service calls properly at 
the present rate, but that contractors 
had no luck whatever in obtaining 
new men. 

Ninety-five per cent of the con-

OPA Interpretations 
Given For Price Laws 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Among 
official price law _ interpretations 
issued by the OPA in the past 30 
days are the following which affect 
prices of used electric refrigerators, 
and other appliances: 


MAXIMUM PRICE REGULATION 
139—USED HOUSEHOLD ME- 
CHANICAL REFRIGERATORS 

Applicability—sale by bank, finance 
company, etc., under a_ chattel 
mortgage. The sale of a repossessed 
used household mechanical refriger- 
ator by a bank, finance company, or 
other lending institution under a 
chattel mortgage is covered by the 
Regulation. 

Violations—sale of “as is” refrig- 
erator with reconditioning by seller.

“(b) REFRIGERATING APPARA- 
TUS — Cabinets, compressors, con- 
densers, evaporators, expansion units, 
absorbers, and controls for, or suit- 
able for use as parts of or with, 
household type refrigerators of the 
kind described in sub-section (a) ex- 
cept when sold as component parts 
of complete refrigerators or refrig- 
erating or cooling apparatus.

Service Prices Must 
Be Filed--and How 


NEW YORK CITY—Following ad- 
vices by the OPA that many re- 
frigeration service companies in the 
New York area had not complied 
with Maximum Price Regulation No. 
165 as amended, Irving J. Fajans of 
Aetna Supply Co. has issued a bulle- 
tin urging immediate action on the 
part of service companies to comply 
with the order, particularly with 
reference to filing a statement. 

The warning and instructions given 
in Mr. Fajans’ bulletin will naturally 
apply to servicemen in any section 
of the country: 

“Maximum Price Regulation No. 
165 as amended required you to file 
a report by Sept. 10, 1942, to your 
nearest War Price and Rationing 
Board. 

“You are in violation if you did 
not file a report by Sept. 10. DO SO 
IMMEDIATELY. Persons filing a 
report immediately will receive per- 
mission to continue doing business; 
those who do not can have their 
license revoked and be fined. 

“There is no official form for this 
purpose. Use your own stationery. 
Make two copies, sending one to 
OPA and keep the other for your 
files. Your records must be kept 
current, as they may be inspected 
at any time. 

“Your report must show: 

(1) A complete, accurate de- 
scription of the services you render. 
Make sure you file your highest 
March 1942 price for these services; 
whether you bill at contract and/or 
time and material rates. 

“(2) If you bill on contract prices, 
then show what your charge was on 
March 1, 1942, listing the rates 
charged per make, and the rates 
adapted for age and size of unit. 

“(3) Time and material method of 
billing should show: 

“(a) Your labor charge (if you 
have a different rate for individuals, 
corporations, etc., list the various 
scales). 

“(b) Price charged for materials 
(use manufacturers or jobbers cata- 
log, stating if you charge list price, 
or the percentage above or below the 
list. 

“(4) If your business uses both 
methods (Paragraphs 2 and 3 above) 
they must be shown on your report.”

done to the war effort. 

“Many hardships are bound to en- 
sue as a result of restrictive mate- 
rials orders,” he admitted, but added 
that “it is the function of the appeals 
department to lend every possible as- 
sistance to the manufacturer who 
feels his operations have been un- 
duly affected.” 

The chief consideration used in 
judging an appeal, he said, was the 
possibility of a labor dislocation re- 
sulting from a manufacturer being 
forced to suspend or curtail opera- 
tions. 

According to Mr. Brundage, a 
great majority of the appeals so far 
received concern materials which 
the manufacturer has in stock but 
cannot use without special permis- 
sion because of freeze orders. 


Since June 1 the local appeals 
branch has granted 1,588 interviews 
to business men, and has processed 
441 cases for decision by Washing- 
ton, he revealed. 


Westinghouse Mansfield and Springfield 
Plants Are ‘Electric Appliance Division’ 


Ashbaugh Sees Many Product Changes In Postwar Era 


MANSFIELD, Ohio—The term 
“Electric Appliance divison” has 
been chosen to replace the term 
“Merchandising division” as a more 
indicative name for the Westing- 
house Co. plants and manufacturing 
activity here and in Springfield, 
Mass., J. H. Ashbaugh, manager of 
both plants, announced today. 


“The change has been made at 
this time,” Mr. Ashbaugh explained, 
“because the new name better indi- 
cates the manufacturing facilities 
which are available at the two plants. 
Producing only for war now, we are 
constantly meeting a new group of 
business contacts where the name of 
the division is important in quickly 
suggesting the type of manufactur- 
ing facilities we have.” 

Moreover he added, “When the 
war is over and peacetime produc- 
tion is resumed, we believe that the 
newly adopted name will again more 
specifically suggest the kind of 
business we are in—that of building 
electrical appliances.” 

In connection with peacetime pro- 
duction of Westinghouse appliances, 
Mr. Ashbaugh pointed out the pos- 
sible influence war research might 
have on the design of electrical home 
equipment of the future. 


Household refrigerators will be 
vastly changed, he believes, because 
of new forms of food brought about 
by war limitations. Dehydrated, con- 
centrated, and frozen food developed 
to meet present demands indicate 
that the refrigerator of tomorrow 
must provide faster freezing and en- 
larged storage capacity, he explained. 

Another result of war research ac- 
cording to Mr. Ashbaugh will be 
further development of automatic 
control features. 

To explain his point, he named the 
Laundromat, Westinghouse electric 
clothes washer that automatically 
handles an entire washing process. 
This product was already introduced 
to a limited market when the war 
broke out, he added. 

Increased use of automatic con- 
trol will also be made in the field of 
cooking, Mr. Ashbaugh maintained. 
He told of experiments conducted be- 


fore the war to test vitamin re- 
tention of vegetables prepared by 
two methods—ordinary cooking and 
“vitamized” or protective cooking. 
According to Mr. Ashbaugh, results 
prove that if more scientific rules for 
cooking are followed, more vitamins 
will be retained in food, and so in- 
dicate further development of auto- 
matic control. 


Partly based on results of these 
experiments, said Mr. Ashbaugh, is 
the Westinghouse Health for Victory 
club, a war plant nutrition program 
developed by the company’s home 
economics department for the bene- 
fit of women who cook for Westing- 
house workers. The plan has been 
offered to all war factories, he said, 
and nearly 200 organizations through- 
out. the country are following the 
program. 

The Health for Victory plan as 
explained by Mr. Ashbaugh provides 
for monthly nutrition classes for the 
wives and mothers of the workers, 
and a monthly meal planning guide 
which contains menus, recipes, and 
lunch box suggestions for every meal 
of the month.

What’s New In OPA Tire and Truck Regulations 


War Necessity Law 
To Take Precedence 
Over ODT Rules 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Two gen- 
eral permits designed to rationalize 
possible conflicts between mileage 
reduction requirements in Office of 
Defense Transportation orders and 
mileage provisions of Certificates of 
War Necessity governing operations 
of commercial motor vehicles have 
been issued by Joseph B. Eastman, 
Director of Defense Transportation. 

The two permits (General Per- 
mits ODT Nos. 6-9 and 17-15) will 
enable motor truck carriers to oper- 
ate' the maximum mileage allowed 
by their Certificates of War Neces- 
sity, despite mileage reduction re- 
quirements in General Order ODT 
No. 6, governing local delivery opera- 
tions of common carriers, and Gen- 
eral Order ODT No. 17 governing 
both local and over-the-road opera- 
tions of contract and private carriers. 

The permits will not apply until 
the Certificates of War Necessity 
governing individual operations of 
carriers become effective. Meanwhile, 
mileage reduction requirements in 
General Orders 6 and 17 remain in 


force for all carriers affected.

New Form In Use For 
Tire Certificates; Mail 
Applications Permitted 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Changes 
in the form of the tire rationing cer- 
tificate issued to consumers, and 
several revisions and simplifications 
in the procedure for its issuance and 
use, have been announced by the 
Office of Price Administration. 

The new form, Revised R-2, will be 
a consolidation of two forms now in 
use. Previously, one form had been 
used for new tires and tubes, and an- 
other for recapped tires or recapping 
services. 

A further simplification is the pro- 
vision that applicants for tires or 
tubes no longer are required to sign 
the certificate in the presence of a 
member of the local War Price and 
Rationing Board, so that the board 
may now mail a certificate to a suc- 
cessful applicant. Moreover, the pre- 
vious requirement that a certificate 
had to be signed by two board mem- 
bers has been dropped, and signature 
by the issuing officer now is all that 
is necessary. 

The procedure for purchase of tires 
by mail, heretofore applicable only 
when the tires were bought from a 
mail order house, has been extended 
to cover any purchases by mail. 


© Under the procedure which is thus 


extended, a purchaser by mail is not 
required to turn in the tires he has 
on his car at the time he gives his 
certificate to his supplier. He may 
wait until he gets the tires or tubes 
he has ordered before turning in his 
old ones. However, the local board 
will require proof that the turn-in 
has been made within five days after 
receipt of the replacements. 

The revised form requires fewer 
entries and permits the use of carbon 
paper. The paper on which it is 
printed also provides greater protec- 
tion against counterfeiting and al- 
teration. Another step to facilitate 
enforcement of the regulations is a 
new provision that Part B of a cer- 
tificate—the part that must flow up- 
stream along with orders for stock 
replenishments—has*to be endorsed 
by each holder in turning it over to 
another for replenishments. 

The same amendment which makes 
these changes provides that Form 
R-20, a certificate which authorizes 
establishment of emergency reserves 
of tires and tubes by a restricted list 
of long-haul truck operators, also will 
have to be signed hereafter by only 
one member of the issuing board and 
need not be signed by the applicant 
in the presence of the board. 

These changes are made by 
Amendment 35 to the Revised Tire 
Rationing Regulations, effective Oct. 
5, 1942. 


One Delivery Per Day 
To Apartments, Offices 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—An inter- 
pretation making it clear that only 
one delivery may be made on the 
same day by a truck operator to an 
apartment house or office building, 
has been issued by Jack Garrett 
Scott, General Counsel of the Office 
of Defense Transportation. 

The fact that the operator may 
have material to deliver to different 
apartments or offices does not re- 
lieve him from compliance with Gen- 
eral Order ODT No. 17 which spe- 
cifically states: ‘No motor carrier 
when operating a motor truck shail 
make ... (c) more than one de- 
| livery from any one point of origin 
to any one point of destination in 
one calendar day.” 


B-2 Users To Get 100% 


|| Of Carbon Tet Ration 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Di- 
rector General for Operations Oct. 
10 restored the provision of Order 
M-41 which permits users of carbon 
tetrachloride for purposes assigned 
a B-2 rating to consume 100% of the 
amount used in the base period. 

The 100% provision was in effect 
from Aug. 1 to Sept. 30 and then 
lapsed. It now is restored until Dec. 1. 

A rating of B-2 is assigned users 
for these purposes: Degreasing ma- 


chines other than those used for . 


Army and Navy contracts; packaged 
spotting and cleaning preparations; 


dry cleaning establishments, and for. 


manual cleaning of other than metal 
parts of electrical equipment. 


Instructions Clarified For Truck Users 
On Applications For ‘Necessity’ Certificate 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Clarifica- 
tion of instructions to operators of 
commercial motor vehicles on filling 
out applications for Certificates of 
War Necessity have been issued by 
the Office of Defense Transportation. 

Mailing of the applications to more 
than three million commercial motor 
vehicle owners in the nation who are 
affected by General Order ODT No. 
21 was started Oct. 2. An instruc- 
tion booklet is being enclosed with 
each application giving information 
on the type of answers required for 
each of the questions in the applica- 
tion. 

It is essential that correct, clear- 
cut answers be given to each ap- 


‘plicable question if the Certificate 


of War Necessity program is to be 
effective in conserving the nation’s 
commercial motor vehicle equipment. 

Following is a further clarification 
issued by ODT for use of carriers in 
filling out their applications: 

Question “9-a” on the Fleet Unit 
Application and Question ‘10-a” on 
the Single Unit Application (miles 
operated quarterly—vehicles owned): 
The mileage shown in response to 
this question should be the total 
mileage of the vehicle or vehicles 
which the applicant owns, regardless 
of whether the mileage is operated 
in connection with the applicant’s 
business or by vehicles leased to an- 
other carrier by the applicant. For 
example, if an applicant owns but 
one commercial motor vehicle and 
operates it 5,000 miles himself and 
leases it to another person who oper- 
ates it 5,000 miles, the answer on 
the applicant’s Single Unit applica- 
tion would be 10,000 miles. 

Question “11” on the Fleet Unit 
Application and Question “12” on the 
Single Unit Application (vehicle 
miles quarterly under exemptions 
and permits): Only those carriers 
who have been specifically exempted 
from the mileage reduction require- 
ments of Section 501.67 of General 
Order ODT No. 17 and Section 
501.33 of General Order ODT No. 6 
should reply to this question. Own- 
ers of farm trucks and tank trucks 
who are exempted from all pro- 
visions of ODT orders should not 
indicate any mileage as being per- 
formed under exemptions and per- 
mits. 

Question “13” on the Fleet Unit 
Application and Question “14” on the 
Single Unit Application (average 
load per trip): The average load per 
trip given in response to this ques- 
tion should be in terms of units— 
pounds, tons, cubic yards, bales, 
gallons, etc.—previously selected by 
the applicant. Response to this ques- 
tion should represent the average 
load the applicant has carried or 
anticipates carrying. 

Question “14” on the Fleet Unit 
Application and Question “15” on the 
Single Unit Application (average 
unit of capacity of vehicles): Answer 
should give the maximum load— 
again in terms of the previously se- 
lected units—which it is possible to 
transport in the vehicle or vehicles 
which the applicant owns. Answer 
will not relate to the manufacturer’s 
rated capacity of the vehicle nor 
necessarily to its pay-load capacity, 
but should be the maximum capacity 
in terms of the commodity or com- 
modities which the applicant gen- 
erally transports. For example, if 
the applicant uses his vehicle or ve- 
hicles to transport an extremely 
light-density commodity such as 
cardboard boxes, the capacity of the 
vehicle should be given in terms of 
the vehicle loaded to capacity with 
cardboard boxes, rather than the 
rated pay-load of the vehicle, which 
might be 10-tons, or the rated tire 
capacity, which might be 15 tons. 

Question ‘“24-a” on the Fleet Unit 
Application and Question “25-a” on 
the Single Unit Application (gallons 
of motor fuel used in _ vehicles 
quarterly-owned): Answer should be 
the total gallons of motor fuel con- 
sumed in all uses of the vehicle or 
vehicles owned by the applicant and 
should bear a direct relation to the 
total mileage reported in the respec- 
tive quarterly period for the vehicle 
or vehicles owned. 


Single Unit Applications where the 
applicant owns or uses two vehicles: 
Applicants using Single Unit Appli- 
cations for two vehicles should be 
careful to avoid duplication of 
answers. This is particularly impor- 
tant in response to Question “7” 
(tires) and questions giving mileage 
operated by vehicles leased from 


others. Where an answer would in- 
volve duplication, the information 
should be shown on only one of the 
two forms and on the other form a 
note should be written in the place 
reserved for answering the question 
saying that “Information is shown 
on Application No....’”’ When the 
two applications are added together 
they should represent the correct 
total of all the items with no dupli- 
cation. 


Crystal Refrigerator Co. 
Plant Stores Wheat 


FREMONT, Neb.—The Crystal 
Refrigerator Mfg. Co. here has 
leased space in its plant to Deaver- 
Babcock-Fleming, a western Ne- 
braska wheat pool formed to con- 
tract for this year’s wheat crop on 
the land being taken over by the 
government for Sioux ordnance plant 
near Sidney, Neb. More than 150,000 
bushels of wheat will be stored in 
the refrigerator manufacturing plant, 
which has ceased production due to 
the war. .
